For a consideration of more 
than $100,000, 44 acres bordering 
the west and north side of the 
O’Donnell Golf Course was pur­ 
chased by N. F. Milnor, of Palm 
Springs.

Milnor 
and 
the 
O'Donnell trust and approved in 
Judge O. K. Freeman’s court last 
Monday. Mr. Milnor was for five 
years head of the state fish and 
game commission. 
Reached at his home Tuesday 
afternoon, Milnor confirmed the 
purchase and announced that F. 
C. 
Dougherty, well-known oil 
man of 
Pasadena, 
had shared 
equally with him in the purchase 
and had also bought the O’Don­ 
nell home, situated near the golf 
course, which he will use for his 
winter home in Palm Springs. 


NO SUBDIVISION 
Milnor declared that no sub­ 
division of 
the property 
was 
planned at this time nor in the 
future. However he did say, that 
eventually residential lots would 
be sold as sites for construction 
of better-class homes. 
“The purchase of the O’Donnell

Those who have earnestly trie d to live up to the 
teachings o f H im in W hose Nam e this message was 
given, have found Peace and contentm ent in th eir 
own hearts, b ut leaders o f nations who m ay have de­ 
sired Peace fo r themselves, but refused to lay aside 
Selfishness, have brought war and destruction and 
misery on all men. 


That's why the message had a second part, 
"G o o d W ill to M en ." 
W ith o u t good will tow ard 
others, we cannot have Peace fo r ourselves. 


The Redeemer gave us the form ula. 
A ll the world 
needs to do is to follow it. 
It is not enough just to 
wish fo r Peace. W e as individuals and as a nation, by 
p re cep t and example, must prove to the rest o f the 
w orld there is no other way to have Peace than to 
recognize the rights o f others, th a t a nation cannot 
have Peace w ithin its own borders if it foists war upon 
another nation. 


O f course, th a t doesn't mean the individual or 
the nation should not be prepared fo r self-protection 
against those who do not keep the peace. 
Failure to 
do this is suicide, which is also a violation o f the teach­ 
ings o f C hrist. 


If every man in the W o rld observed the teachings 
o f Jesus, whose birth da y all C hristendom celebrates 
next Tuesday, there would be no more wars and the 
millenium would be here. 


Therefore, this Christm as let us resolve anew to 
live at Peace w ith our families, our neighbors, and all 
others whom we co n ta ct or influence, and we can at 
least have Peace in our own hearts. 


Forget Yesterday 


People persist in com paring the present era w ith 
th a t follow ing the firs t W o rld W a r. 
A ctually there is 
very little to com pare and the sooner this is realized, 
the sooner the country can approach problems as they 
exist today, particularly in the fie ld o f taxation and 
governm ent deb t. 
In the latter, the com m ent o f the 
president o f a large life insurance com pany is signifi­ 
cant: 
" A t the end o f the first war, the federal budget 
had, it is true, risen to what then seemed staggering 
figures— from roughly one billion in 1916 to 25 b il­ 
lions in 1919. 
Large as this to ta l was, it still was not o f 
overpow ering significance as com pared w ith other 
form s o f debt, fo r it represented less than one-fifth o f 
the to ta l o f all form s o f public and private d e b t o f the 
country. 


"B y contrast, a t the end o f the V icto ry Drive in 
1945 the federal d e b t will be approxim ately 280 b il­ 
lions. 
Accustom ed as we are to huge figures, it is 
alm ost impossible to understand the full im plications 
o f this enormous federal deb t. 
W e are in the forest

Last W ednesday was quite a 
day in the C ongressional shop.

columns, you 
must keep in m ind that th e copy 
is w ritten about ten days before 
you see it in print.

Veterans Asked by 
VA To Restrict 
Mail to Business 


Faced w ith an unprecedented 
volume of correspondence and a 
shortage of trained personnel, the 
V eterans’ adm inistration has ap ­ 
pealed to veterans and their d e­ 
pendents to restrict their mail to 
official business, and to follow 
certain rules to expedite its pro­ 
cessing. 
, 
. , 
VA officials state that the rapid 
demobilization 
of 
the 
arm ed 
forces has rocketed the mail load 
in the central office to approxi­ 
mate! v 125,000 pieces of mail per 
day. A shortage of clerical help 
is causing employees to w ork 
overtim e in an effort to overcome 
delays in the m ail division, of­ 
ficials said. 
The situation caused by the in ­ 
creased mail load is intensified 
by 
the 
failure 
of many 
cor­ 
respondents to include the proper 
inform ation necessary to assure 
prom pt processing, 
it 
was ex­ 
plained. V eterans and their de­ 
pendents could help the situation 
by following certain rules. These 
are: 
(1) Include the v ete ra n s name 
and address, legibly w ritten, in 
every letter. 
(2) Give th e “C” num ber in let­ 
ters relating to a veteran’s pen­ 
sion, compensation, rehabilitation 
or training. 
(3) Include the “N,” “V” or “K ’ 
num bers and the serial num ber of 
the veteran in each letter regard­ 
ing insurance. 
(4) Give the “X C” num ber in 
the case of a deceased veteran. 
Earl F. Starkey, Riverside V et­ 
erans A dm inistration representa­ 
tive, 215 Federal bldg.. said that 
failure to include the “N” (policy) 
num ber and the veteran’s serial 
num ber in insurance correspon­ 
dence m eans that a m aster index 
containing betw een 23,000,000 and 
24,000,000 nam es m ust be checked 
carefully for proper identification. 
This necessarily m eans a slowing 
dow n of service. 
The m aster index, for example, 
contains 228,000 Sm iths, 98,000 of 
whom are nam ed John and 13,000

Since 1940 Census 


A 31 per cent increase in popu­ 
lation in Riverside county since 
the 1940 federal census was esti­ 
m ated by the California T axpay­ 
ers’ association in its annual re­ 
port on population of counties. 
The association estim ated that 
the population of Riverside coun­ 
ty at present is 138,000. On Jan u ­ 
ary 1, this year, the estim ate was 
130,600. The federal census in 
1940 gave the county population 
figure as 105,524. The gain in five 
years has been 32,500. The state 
total was estim ated at 9,250,000 
against a 1940 census figure of

Parking Lot Plan 
To End Congestion 
On Drive Speeded 


Harry Harper, executive secre­ 
tary of the chamber of commerce, 
reported to the city council at its 
regular meeting last Wednesday 
night, that merchant members of 
the chamber were prepared to 
finance out of their own pockets 
the initial cost of placing in op­ 
eration the free parking lot be­ 
hind the Greyhound bus depot, 
which will include the cost of 
fencing, salaries for attendants, 
and a 24-hour watch of the prem­ 
ises. 
However, Harper did voice the 
opinion that it was the hope of 
the chamber of commerce the city 
would eventually take over the 
operation of the proposed park­ 
ing lot, which is expected to at 
least partially relieve the serious 
traffic congestion in the Amado- 
to-Arenas section of Palm Can­ 
yon Drive. 
PLAN TEMPORARY ACTION 
The area of the proposed site 
of the parking lot, which includes 
some Indian land while the re­ 
mainder is in the hands of pri­ 
vate owners, will 
have 
to 
be 
studied by the zoning committee 
of the planning commission, for 
possible alteration in regulations 
affecting the area. 
Inasmuch as this process may 
hold up the opening of the park­ 
ing lot expected sometime near 
the first of the new year, it is 
expected that a temporary permit 
to operate the lot may be issued 
at the meeting of the city council 
at 11 a.m., December 31.

INCREASE SHOPPING

clock ahead one hour would in­ 
crease the shopping period by 50 
per cent, and would benefit m er­ 
chants in the town.” 
Mrs. Hardy pointed out that 
with no sea shore, operas, or 
amusements of that type in Palm 
Springs, the only reason people 
come here is because of the sun. 
“It would be a great ad for 
Palm Springs,” she said, “if day 
light saving was cut into effect 
here.” 
At this 
point 
Harold Hicks 
asked that daylight saving time 
be put into effect through proc­ 
lamation by the mayor, pending 
a vote on the question by the peo­ 
ple. Ed Bacon, a neighbor of his, 
Dr. Purcell and Ransom added 
their weight for the declaration 
of a proclamation. 
It later became evident that 
such action by the Mayor might 
take place after the meeting on 
December 31, but without defi­ 
nite assurance.

48, $7,238.52 behind its quota of 
$20 ,000 . 
"Unless our entire 
quota 
of 
$20,000 is raised our tuberculosis 
control program will have to be 
curtailed in 1946," Mrs. French 
wrote. 
“The 
"past 
year 
we 
have expanded our health educa­ 
tion and case-finding programs 
throughout the county with very 
gratifying results. Thousands of 
persons 
were 
given 
the facts 
about tuberculosis through sound 
films and talks. More than 15,000 
pieces of literature on tubercu­ 
losis were distributed. There were 
1322 persons examined in our TB 
clinics—123 
active cases 
were 
found and 91 were hospitalized. 
Miniature chest x-rays were given 
to 8107 persons. 
"If we are to control tubercu­ 
losis and finally eradicate it we 
must continue to bring before the 
people of the community the 
story about tuberculosis; that it 
is a communicable disease and 
that it is curable. We must chest 
x-ray more and more groups of 
people with m iniature x-ray in 
order to find early tuberculosis. 
“Since the work of the tubercu­ 
losis association depends upon the 
support it receives from people in 
the community who buy and use 
Christmas seals—and

Contriving hom em ade Christina* 
wreaths Is a family project that can 
provide 
fun 
for 
youngsters 
and 
adults alike. 
Moreover, it offers 
chances for ingenuity in design that 
m ay awaken the inventive spirit of 
everybody concerned. 
The m aterials are usually not hard 
to find. 
Designs can be based on a 
few basic ideas which can be ex­ 
panded into alm ost endless vari­ 
ety. 
For C hristm as wreaths, various 
greens, wire, binder twine and string 
are of course, the principal ingredi­ 
ents. 
The greens m ay come from 
the home yard, neighboring woods or 
a convenient florisL 
Among com­ 
mon varieties are holly, pine, spruce, 


the tips of branches, cutting the m a­ 
terial into sprays about half a foot 
long. 
Hold the m aterial in tha left 
hand and place It on the fram e with 
the right. Tie the first spray secure­ 
ly with binder twine, or if you have 
it, fine spool wire. 
Add successive 
groups of sprays, facing them in 
the sam e direction as the first spray 
and being certain to tie them se­ 
curely, too. W atch the outline of the 
WTeath as you proceed, so the greens 
are evenly distributed and the con­ 
tour of the circle is preserved, 
Some irregularities and bunching 
m ay of course occur regardless of 
how careful your work is. 
These 
can be corrected by using shears to 
trim off excess foliage. 
After the w reath is finished it is 
still possible to add decorative fea­ 
tures, such as pine cones, berries 
or sm all fruits. 
These should be 
wired 
at 
the 
stem s 
and 
then 
fastened securely to the wreath. 
Sizes and types of w reaths will de­ 
pend on the m aterials available and 
to a certain extent on the fam ily’s 
geographical location. 
But many 
variations on the basic design will 
suggest them selves, once the proj­ 
ect of w reath-m aking is undertaken.

If the WTeath is to be sm all—say 
not to exceed three feet in circum ­ 
ference—the fram e can be m ade 
from a coat hanger that is straight­ 
ened out and then fashioned into the 
form of a circle. For larger wreaths, 
several coat hangers may be com­ 
bined to form a fram e, or else wire 
salvaged from some farm or home 
operation can be utilized.

best suited for 
sm all wreaths are holly, boxwood, 
yew or 
arborvitae. 
For 
larger 
wreaths, holly, pine, fir, ivy are ef­ 
fective.

Highlight of his talk on Desert 
Birds and Mammals last Satur­ 
day in the Fiesta House of the 
Desert

ly being drowned in a flood down 
Tahquitz Canyon in 
the 
early 
days of Palm Springs. Mr. Jaeger 
at that time taught a small school 


here and lived near the old Tah­ 
quitz ditch on the lower slopes of 
that canyon. It had been raining 
three dqys straight, and at one 
time during a break in the clouds, 
he counted no less than twenty 
torrential waterfalls pouring over 
the sides of Mt. San Jacinto. The 
reason for mentioning the inci­ 
dent was his seeing a water ouzel, 
that unusual bird that dives into 
the streams and walks on the 
river bottom in search of insects 
and food, that had straved down 
from the mountains above and 
was busy foraging in the flood 
waters of the Tahquitz stream. 


Mr. Jaeger’s talk was sponsor­ 
ed by the Desert Museum as one 
of its series of regular Saturday 
night talks. Other interesting in­ 
cidents narrated by this noted 
desert author was that of a desert 
skunk trying to climb into his 
sleeping-bag with him one night 
in the Pickaninny buttes on the 
Mojave, and that of a desert kit 
fox following him 
for

among the Pinnacles at Trona.

Unusual Sights on 


Saturday’s Trip 


A smoke tree in the wash be­ 
low Cathedral Canyon proved to 
be a real discovery during last 
Saturday’s Desert Museum field 
trip up that canyon. This particu­ 
lar smoke tree bore several bright 
lavender blossoms, which is un­ 
usual since the 
tree 
normally 
blooms only in mid-summer. In 
addition, this tree had well-de­ 
fined leaves on some of the upper 
branches. Ordinarily the smoke 
tree has leaves only as a seedling, 
and quickly sheds them. Occa­ 
sionally, after heavy rains, it may 
have a few temporary leaves in 
the adult stage, so this certain 
tree was unique both for its out- 
of-season blossoms and for the 
leaves. 
Nearly thirty persons made the 
walk up Cathedral Canyon, which 
was led by the Museum’s direc­ 
tor, Lloyd Smith. Plants new to 
most of the walkers were the 
sandpaper bush with its coarse 
gritty leaves and the so-called 
desert fir, really a member of the 
sunflower family. The parasite 
dodder, which festoons its host 
plants with a mass of bright or­ 
ange-yellow threads, was much 
in evidence in the lower wash. 
The field trio this Saturday, 
December 22, will be up Andreas 
Canyon among the palms. The 
eroup will meet in front of the 
Desert Museum at 12:30 and drive 
up to the head of the canyon.

Director 
Smith.

Following the introduction in 
the last edition of the Desert Sun, 
maitre d’ Raymond Elleboudt of 
the Colonial House dining room 
as the first contributor to the in­ 
augural page in home cookery, 
many requests have been made 
by readers asking for a dinner 
that can successfully be prepared 
as a Christmas repast for two. 
Keeping in mind that the tradi­ 
tional piece-de-resistance is the 
turkey and is generally

week, the task of finding a sub­ 
stitute was no easy one. But Elle­ 
boudt came up with a recipe com­ 
patible for the Christmas table 
and although the main entree 
will not be a giant turkey, it will 
nevertheless taste like turkey. 
He suggested the following: 
MOCK TURKEY 
Take a fleshy capon or large 
chicken and stuff same 
with

the fowl, tie on in criss-crossed 
fashion, four strips of bacon. 
Place in roasting pan. In a tea 
bag place three pepper balls, two 
cloves, thyme, bay leave, salt and 
a snip of garlic. Tie bag and place 
in bottom of pan where the gravy 
will accumulate. Now place the 
roasting pan in the oven Which 
should be maintained at medium 
temperature. Baste often until 
done. Brussel sprouts will enrich 
the dinner, followed by a wagon 
wheel for desert.

Among the recent additions to 
the live exhibits of the Desert 
Museum are two sidewinders cap­ 
tured last October by Mr. Claude 
Gottbehuet of this 
city.

hibernation over the winter. One 
is quite small and evidently born 
this last spring. The other is quite 
large, and is undoubtedly several 
years old. The sidewinder is a 
typical rattlesnake and is often 
called the horned rattler because 
of hornlike scales over each eye. 
Because all snakes go into hiding 
during the cold months, visitors 
to Palm Springs need have no 
fears in coming upon snakes in 
their strolls around the desert. 


Another new live creature on 
exhibit now is a desert sideblotch 
lizard, captured among the rocks 
on Abe Lincoln ridge by Wally 
Larson and Ed Lisk. This lizard 
is called the side-blotch in refer­ 
ence to two dark colored patches 
heneath the fore limbs. It is a 
harmless species and feeds upon 
small insects. 
The live preying mantis recent­ 
ly laid an egg-case in its bottle, 
so young mantises may be ex­ 
pected this spring. The two black 
widow spiders and the three ant 
lion larvae or doodle-bugs are 
still thriving in captivity.

cam e the white b erries of the plant: 
B ald er w as resto red to life by the 
concerted efforts of the gods and 
F rig g a, grateful for her son’s resto­ 
ration, legendarily bestow s a kiss 
upon those who pass under the M is­ 
tletoe.

HOW PLANTS ADAPT 
THEMSELVES TO 
THE DESERT 


Many desert plants have giv­ 
en up their leaves completely in 
order to cut down w ater evapo­ 
ration as much as possible. That 
such a plant as our common 
Smoke Tree, for instance, once 
had leaves permanently is indi­ 
cated by the fact that the very 
young seedings of this tree actu­ 
ally do have rather large promi­ 
nent flat green leaves, which are 
early shed and thus rarely seen 
by the average visitor. Too, aft­ 
er heaven rains, the Smoke Tree 
may leaf out suddenly for a few 
days, as if to take advantage of 
every 
drop 
of 
water.

througout most of its life, it is 
quite leafless, and presents only 
a 
mass 
of 
sharp 
gray-green 
thorns. The same is true of our 
common 
cactus, 
the 
so-called 
Jumping Cactus or Cholla. 
I 
daresay very 
few people have 
ever viewed the green succulent 
leaves of this cactus, but after 
favorable showers, many of these 
tiny ephemeral leaves, about a 
quarter of an inch long, will sud­ 
denly appear, 
and 
as abruptly 
dry up. This would lead one to 
believe that the cactus at one 
time, under more humid condi­ 
tions, had leaves its entire life­ 
time, and sure enough, we actu­ 
ally do find some tropical cacti 
which do possess true leaves 
permanntly. 
On of the first things that will 
occur to you is this: leaves are 
very important structure to a 
plant. They enable it to absorb 
some moisture from the air to 
give off oxygen and take in car­ 
bon dioxide, and with the help 
of that magic green substance, 
chlorophyll 
to make its own 
food If all this is true, then how 
can any 
plant 
survive without 
leaves? 


STEM ACTS AS LEAF 


In 
those desert plants that 
have 
permanently 
shed 
their 
leaves, the stems have taken over 
all those functions, and in effect 
have become 
modified leaves. 
The chlorophyll 
in 
the stems, 
with the aid of sunlight, manu­ 
factures the plant’s food, and the 
pores in the stem permit the ex­ 
change of gases and moisture. 
In several 
respects, however, 
these stems have changed from 
the normal type. The outermost 
protective coating, the cuticle, as 
botanists term 
it, 
has become 
greatly thickened, not only to 
better conserve moisture, but as 
a shield against the sandy blasts 
of wind and the direct dessicat- 
ing heat of the sun. 
The inner 
cellular structure within has be­ 
come more fleshy 
and spongy 
than usual for water storage. 
You 
will 
also 
find that 
the 
breathing pores, called stomata, 
have likewise been changed by 
having minute valves, and by be­ 
ing sunken deep into the stem. 
In the case of cacti, the stems 
have become quite succulent or 
fleshy. They 
have 
further de­ 
creased the evaporation surface 
exposed to 
the 
sun by having 
wide flattened joints (like the 
Pancake Cactus or the Beaver- 
til), by growing in a rounded glo- 
bol form (like the Barrel Cac­ 
tus), or by having many short

Chollas and Deer-horn Cactus).

! Cactus of Arizona. The stems of 
< this huge plant are fluted, and 
the whole stem can be expanded 
like an accordion when it rains 
to provide more room for water 
storage, and later contracted dur- 
ng the dryer spells as the water 
is used up! 
How wonderfully 
adapted are some of our desert 
I plants! 


SPINES COMMON 


A surprisingly large number of 
desert 
plants 
have 
developed 
spines or prickles of one sort or 
another. Most of our cacti have 
them in great numbers, annoy­ 
ingly so. and so does the mes­ 
quite and the cat’s-claw, and also 
the Ocotillo, which so resembles 
the cactus, but is actually in a 
separate family by itself. 
Why these 
spines have been 
developed is conjectural. 
Most 
botanists will tell you it is a 
means of self-protection, so that 
wandering herbivores won’t de­ 
vour them. This undoubtedly is 
vitally im portant when the plants 
are small and subject to attack 
by the small plant-eaters like the 
desert hare and cotton-tail. When 
they attain their full size, if they 
are trees, the spines would not 
be as important since there are 
few herbivores in our desert tall 
i enough to reach them. No doubt 
in the early days the Pronghorn 
Antelope, which was once wide­ 
spread over the Mojave desert, 
would 
feed 
upon 
many such 
plants if they were not spiny. 
But, thorns or not, today even 
the very spiny Joshua Tree has 
been observed 
to be eaten by 
hungry cattle. 
In addition to spines as a pro­ 
tection, many xerophytes (desert 
plants) have developed bad-tast­ 
ing 
and 
smelling 
substances 
which 
would deter even 
the 
hungriest of ungulates; the cre­ 
osote bush has such an oily se­ 
cretion. 
Other 
plants 
contain 
poisonous elements, often quite 
toxic to the eater. Examples of 
this are the widespread 
Loco 
Weed and the Jimson Weed or 
Datura. 


ROOTS LEAST ADAPTED 


In desert plants it is the leaves 
and stems which have suffered 
the most change; the roots least 
of all. Most of the root-systems 
of xerophytes are numerous and 
shallow, extending out laterally 
rather than down deep, the bet­ 
ter to absorb the w ater when it 
does occur, since the rain usu­ 
ally falls so rapidly that there is 
little opportunity for it to pene­ 
trate to any depth. Within a com­ 
paratively short tim e after a des­ 
ert shower, a great percentage of 
the water will have been wasted 
to the plants as surface run-off, 
and as soon as the hot sun comes 
out again, much more of it is 
lost by rapid evaporation. 
Con­ 
sequently the desert flora must 
work doubly fast or suffer ac­ 
cordingly. 
Some desert plants are not so 
dependent upon rains. Instead 
they send down very long tap­ 
roots and rely upon the more or 
less constant source of water in 
subterranean pools. Such long 
roots are an absolute necessity in 
those sandy areas where dunes 
occur. In order for plants to grow 
on top of these dunes, they must 
send 
their 
roots 
clear 
down 
through the loose sand to the soil 
beneath. The creosote and mes­ 
quite are typical of such plants, 
and the roots 
of the mesquite 
have been known to be nearly 30 
feet in length! If the sand dunes 
are of the migratory type, mov­ 
ing very slowly over the surface,

then the roots of such plants 
must necessarily be lengthened at 
an equal rate else the plant be 
left stranded or buried with sand, 
depending upon their position. 
Some of the best firewood to be 
found in 
dune 
areas can be 
“mined” from the sand beneath 
such trees. 
Besides being the main source 
of water absorption, and of the 
various food material held in so­ 
lution by that water, roots also 
are most important in desert re­ 
gions for anchorage against the 
strong winds and constant soil 
erosion. 
The 
top-heavy 
bulky 
Joshua trees are held upright by 
having hundreds of short pencil­ 
sized rootlets fringing the bulg­ 
ing base and getting a firm grip 
on the soil. The same is true of 
the tall Washington palms, which 
are subjected to much swaying 
by desert gales. 
Other desert 
shrubs protect themselves from 
the wind by growing quite close 
to the ground, spreading outward 
instead of upward. Many fragile­ 
stemmed 
flowers 
grow 
up 
through the thickets of stronger 
trunked brush in order to with­ 
stand the eternal wind blasts. 
Now that we have seen how 
plants can and have adapted 
themselves to living in the des­ 
ert, next week let’s see how ani­ 
mals, coming in from more hu­ 
mid regions, have done the same.
